U.S. AND CANADIAN PROVINCIAL SECURITIES 
REGULATORS SIGN 
MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING TO ENHANCE 
COOPERATION IN ENFORCEMENT 


The United States Securities and Exchange Commission 
("SEC") and the Ontario, Quebec and British Columbia Se- 
curities Commissions (“OSC*, “"QSC* AND "BCSC", respec- 
tively,) today announced the signing of a Memorandum of 
Understanding ("MOU") to enhance cooperation and mutual 
assistance in securing compliance with and enforcement of 
their respective securities laws. The MOU was signed in 
Washington, D.C. by David S. Ruder, Chairman of the SEC, 
Stanley M. Beck, Chairman of the OSC, Paul Guy, President 
of the QSC and Doug Hyndman, Chairman of the BCSC. 


The MOU represents the latest development in the long 
history of informal cooperation between these securities 
regulatory authorities. U.S. and Canadian securities 
regulators have assisted each other on numerous investiga- 
tions over the years. The requests for assistance and 
cooperation have increased significantly in recent years. This 
cooperation has been enhanced by the essential similarity of 
securities regulatory systems in these jurisdictions. The infor- 
mal cooperation among these regulators has been supple- 
mented by more formalized arrangements in 1985 and 1986 
with respect to the electronic trading linkages between 
Canadian and American stock exchanges. 
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General Principles 


The MOU is a statement of intent between the parties re- 
garding the exchange of information. It is the first such ar- 
rangement between U.S. and Canadian securities regulators. 
The MOU is being signed today by the three largest 
Canadian provincial securities regulatory authorities. It will be 
presented to the other Canadian provincial authorities for 
their consideration in the coming months. 


Scope of the Memorandum of Understanding 


The Memorandum of Understanding ("MOU") represents 
the most comprehensive agreement to date on cooperation 
in enforcement matters between securities regulators. Specif- 
ically, the MOU provides that assistance will be available in 
cases involving: 


i. insider trading; 


li, misrepresentation or the use of fraudulent, deceptive 
or manipulative practices in connection with the offer, 
purchase or sale of any security; 


iii. the duties of persons to comply with periodic report- 
ing requirements or requirements relating to 
changes in corporate control; 


iv. the duties of persons, issuers or investment busi- 
nesses to make full and fair disclosure of informa- 
tion relevant to investors; 


v. the duties of investment businesses and securities 
processing businesses pertaining to both their finan- 
cial; Operational or other requirements and their 
duties of fair dealing in the offer and sale of securities 
and the execution of transactions; and 


vi. the financial and other qualifications of those en- 
gaged in, or in control of, issuers, investment busi- 
nesses or securities processing businesses. 


Requests for assistance must allege that a requesting au- 
thority is investigating to determine (or otherwise prove) whe- 
ther a violation of its laws relating to these subjects has oc- 
curred. When the required allegations are made and 
information is located within the jurisdiction of the other au- 
thority, assistance will be made available. 


Types of Assistance Available under the Memorandum of Un- 
derstanding 


The MOU provides that the parties will provide each other 
the fullest mutual assistance possible for investigations and 
litigation or prosecution of cases where information needed 
by one authority is located in the territory of the other. Assis- 
tance available under the MOU includes: 


i. providing access to information in official agency 
files; 


ii. taking the evidence of persons; and 


iii. obtaining documents from persons.

Enforcement efforts aimed at cross-border securities viola- 
tion have required voluntary cooperation of witnesses or the 
initiation of costly and often time consuming litigation. The 
authorities have been unable to compel witnesses located in 
the territory of the other authority to testify or produce docu- 
ments. Under the MOU, the securities regulators have agreed 
to investigate, using subpoena power where necessary, on 
behalf of one another to ensure that the necessary informa- 
tion is obtained. 


At the current time, neither the OSC, the BCSC nor the 
SEC has the express authority to conduct investigations on 
behalf of a foreign securities regulatory agency absent an in- 
dependent violation of domestic law. The SEC, the OSC and 
the BCSC have exchanged letters in conjunction with the sig- 
ning of the MOU in which they undertake to seek such legisla- 
tive authority within the next year. In the meantime, these 
regulators are able to assist each other in many investigations 
of violations of foreign securities laws under their general au- 
thority to investigate matters involving their markets or per- 
sons registered with them. Quebec has such mutual assis- 
tance legislation already in place. 


Confidentiality 


The MOU provides that the contents of requests for assis- 
tance, the information gathered in response to such requests 
and any other matters arising during the operation of the 
MOU will be held in confidence by the securities regulators. 
Each regulatory authority is obliged to take active steps to 
preserve this confidentiality with respect to third parties. As 
soon as the requesting authority has terminated its investiga- 
tion, it will return all non-public documents received from an- 
other securities regulator under the MOU. 


Unsolicited Assistance 


The MOU provides that each securities regulator will, to 
the extent permitted by the laws of its own jurisdiction, use 
reasonable efforts to provide any other authority with any in- 
formation it discovers which gives rise to a suspicion of a 
breach or anticipated breach of the laws and regulations of 
that other securities regulator.

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hold in the aggregate 29.4% of the Shares of the 
Bank and the parent company of Laurentian, The 
Laurentian Mutual Insurance Company, holds an ad- 
ditional 1.9% of the Shares;

2.2 RULINGS 


2.2.1. BLANKET RULING - AMENDMENTS TO 
REGULATION 910 - ss. 73(1) 


EXPLANATORY NOTE 


RE: Blanket Ruling - Amendments to 
Regulation 910 ("Regulation") under 
the Securities Act (Ontario) ("Act") 


The blanket ruling which follows is designed to extend the 
availability of certain registration and prospectus exemptions 
for the pooled funds described in clauses 1(1)32ii(a) and (c) 
of the Act and paragraphs 14(d) and 14(h) of the Regulation. 


The Regulation was amended by O.Reg.345/87 
("Amendment") which was proclaimed in force on June 30, 
1987. By virtue of sections 1 and 19g and ss.17(2) of the 
Amendment, the above-noted registration and prospectus 
exemptions would not have been available on and after Sep- 
tember 30, 1987. The Commission issued a blanket ruling 
dated September 17, 1987 which extended the availability of 
those exemptions until December 31, 1987. 


The Commission has been working with the Trust Com- 
panies Association of Canada to implement the Amendment 
within the above-noted time frame. It has become apparent 
that a further extension of the registration and prospectus re- 
quirements is necessary. The attached blanket ruling: 


a. extends the availability of the registration exemptions 
in paragraphs 34(2)3 of the Act (private mutual funds) 
and 140(a) (corresponding to paragraphs 14(d) and 
14(h)) of the Regulation (pooled funds to serve certain 
savings plans) until January 31, 1988 (this timing is 
consistent with the intent of the blanket ruling dated 
July 7, 1987 which provides that s.178 of the Regula- 
tion does not apply to financial intermediaries until 
January 31, 1988); 


b. extends the availability of the pre-June 30, 1987 
prospectus exemption in paragraph 14(h) of the 
Regulation (corporate sponsored pooled funds) until 
March 31, 1988; and 


c. extends the availability of the prospectus exemptions 
in paragraphs 72(1)(a) (corresponding to clause 
34(2)3) of the Act and 14(d) of the Regulation until 
January 15, 1988. These prospectus exemptions are 
further extended until March 31, 1988 if certain condi- 
tions specified in the ruling are satisfied. 


The blanket ruling requires the delivery of an Information 
Document to preserve certain prospectus exemptions until 
March 31, 1988. The filing solicitor will be required to specify 
at the time of filing the Information Document the differences 
between the preliminary simplified prospectus relating to a 
fund and the corresponding Information Document. It is ex- 
pected that such differences will be limited to technical mat- 
ters and the inclusion of a description of contractual rights of 
action.

OSC POLICY 6.1 - PRIVATE PLACEMENT - AMENDMENTS 





The following OSC Policy 6.1 has been revised and updated 
and is marked to show the amendments to the prior Policy. 


Attention is drawn to the following areas that have been 
amended. 


1. References to the prior $97,000 private placement 
threshold have been amended to $150,000, and 
related amendments made to reflect Ontario Regula- 
tion 345/87 that came into effect on June 30, 1987. 


2. The Commission’s view as the impropriety of the es- 
tablishment of corporations, as well as syndications 
and partnerships, solely to permit purchases without 
a prospectus under prospectus exemptions is set 
forth in paragraph 4 of Part B. 


3. Several additional exemptions have been given in 
respect to the requirement that vendors file with the 
Form 2 a certificate, where the purchaser is not a 
corporation or an individual. See paragraph 6 of Part 
B. 


4. The government incentive securities designations 
have been updated to take account of amendments 
to the Income Tax Act, and to include certain limited 
purpose partnerships. See Part D. 


5. The Commission is considering the implications of 
the Freedom of Information and Protection of Privacy 
Act, 1987 upon Part E of Policy 6.1, which derives its 
authority from subsection 137(2) of the Securities 
Act. Part E has not been amended, however, at this 
time.

6.1 — PRIVATE PLACEMENTS 


Introduction 


Securities traded in reliance on private placement prospectus 
exemptions change hands under the Securities Act (Ontario) (the 
“Act") and the regulations made under the Act (the “Regulation”) 
according to rules that are essentially self-policing. The 
“private placement" exemptions are available in respect of sales of 
securitiesd to financials winstitutions- identified in sec&éion 
71(1)(a), sales to exempt purchasers recognized as such by the 
Ontario Securities Commission under section 71(1)(c), sales _ to 
purchasers whose aggregate acquisition cost of securities is not 
less than, $150, 000 under section 71(1)(d) and Regulation s. 19e, 
sales tinder aed “Seed capital” provisions of section 71(1)(p) and 
sales of designated government incentive securities under section 
14(g) of the Regulation.

Though vendors of securities who rely on _ private placement 
exemptions are obliged under section 71(3) to notify the Commission 
by way of Form 20 of certain details of their trades, the offering 
material they use to market securities is not routinely reviewed 
and commented upon by the Commission staff. in’! *contrast, 
prospectuses intended for distribution in connection with public 
financings are given close scrutiny by the Commission's corporate 
finance staff. 


The Commission relies on participants in Ontario capital markets to 
understand and comply with the system of statutory rules governing 
sales and resales of securities to Ontario residents. The 
Commission recognizes that questions occasionally arise as to the 
appropriateness of practices employed in placing securities 
privately. 


In response to specific applications and queries directed to the 
Commission from time to time, the following guidelines are provided 
for the assistance of vendors of securities who have relied or 
intend to rely upon the private placement exemptions mentioned 
above. 


Guidelines 


Interaction of Prospectus Exemptions 


In a private placement of securities, the Commission recognizes that a 
vendor of securities can, in connection with any private placement, rely 
concurrently on different prospectus exemptions except that concurrent 
reliance on section 14(g) of the Regulation and section 71(1)(p) of the 


Act 


does not appear possible. In this connection, it is noted that 
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section 71(1)(p) and section 14(g) impose various upper limits on the 
number of persons to whom securities can be offered or sold in reliance 
on the so-called “seed capital” and “government incentive security” 
exemptions. A trade made in reliance upon an exemption other than the 
two just mentioned need not be counted for the purposes of the numerical 
limitations in sections 71(1)(p) or 14(g), although where potential 
purchasers are solicited for sales under section 71(1)(d) and Regulation 
Ss e but securities are ultimately sold, in reliance on _ section 
71(1)(p), the persons solicited under section 71(1)(d) should be counted 
for the purposes of the “fifty person” solicitation rule in section 
71(1)(p).

1. Under section 71(1)(d) and_ Regulations. 19e, a _ prospectus 
exemption is available in respect of a trade where the purchaser 
purchases as principal if the trade is in a security which has an 
aggregate acquisition cost to such purchaser of not less than 
$150,000. The , $150,000 consideration may be cash and/or the 
assumption of liabilities having a value of $150,000 on a present 
value basis. 


se The Commission believes that the intent of section 71(1)(d) and 
Regulation s. 19e is that a transaction is exempt only if the 
purchaser is making a firm commitment of $150,000. Accordingly, a 
commitment not immediately satisfied by cash payment should be 
included only if the purchaser is certain, or virtually certain, to 
be called upon to make payment; this would disqualify commitments 
assumed under various tax-oriented arrangements where the promoter 
or distributor has held out to the investor a hope or expectation 
that payment of a promissory note will be waived and would 
disqualify from inclusion in the, $150,000 assumption of mortgages 
where the purchaser does not have a direct and real obligation to 
- make payment under the mortgage. Further, to determine the amount 
of the commitment under a promissory note, the liability should be 
treated on a present value basis; the interest rate used in the 
calculation of present value would be the rate of interest payable 
on the note or the current prime rate plus one per cent, whichever 
is higher. If the note is payable on demand, a reasonable maturity 
date should be assumed for the calculation, based on _ any 
representations made by the promoter or distributor as to the 
probable payment date. 


Se The Commission recognizes that where securities having an 
acquisition cost less than, $150,000 are sold in blocks or units 
that in the aggregate have an acquisition cost satisfying the test 
in section 71(1)(d) and Regulation s. 19e, the prospectus exemption 
can properly be relied upon. In certain cases this could result in 
varying resale provisions for different securities which comprise 
the block or unit involved in the initial exempt trade under 
section 71(1)(d) and Regulation s.

filing a certificate under this parayraph will uot apply in respect 
of p purchasers that ..are _corporatious, but veudors shall tot 
knowingly sell to a corporate purchaser created solely to permit 
the purchase without a prospectus in coutraveutiou of parayraph 4.

The Commission notes that with respect to the “seed capital” 
exemption in section 71(1)(p) of the Act or the “government 
incentive securities” exemption in section 14(g) of the Regulation, 
where the purchaser or prospective purchaser is a partnership, 


. Syndicate, trust or unincorporated organization, except those 


falling within categories (a) to (f) above, each member of such 
partnership, syndicate, trust or unincorporated organization must 
be counted separately in calculating the mumbers of prospective 
purchasers and purchasers. 


It is *éntended that the restrictions in this Section B will affect 
purchasers who are non-institutional partnerships, syndicates, 
inter vivos trusts, and unincorporated Organizations created 
primarily for investment purposes, including investment clubs. 
Vendors or their representatives who are in doubt as to the

Use of Offering Memoranda in Connection with Private Placements 
i ee ee ee ee ESE OD NEN EE EIWaALe re acements: 


Section 21 of the Regulation provides for the use of an of fering 
memorandum in certain private placement situations. There is an 
obligation to deliver an offering memorandum containing a 
contractual right of rescission or damages in respect of a proposed 
private placement under section 71(1)(d) and Regulation s. 19e of 
the Act made through an advertisement through printed media of 
general and regular paid circulation, radio or television. An 
offering memorandum must also be delivered to purchasers of 
“government incentive securities" in connection with sales of 
securities made in reliance on section 14(g) of the Regulation. 
Though the statutory obligation to prepare an offering memorandum 
is quite limited in its reach, business practice often dictates the 
preparation of offering material qualifying as an “offering 
memorandum” which is delivered voluntarily to purchasers in 
connection with various exempt trades referred to in sections 
71(1)(c), (d) and (p) of the Act and Regulation s. 19e. It should 
be observed that a document delivered in connection with a sale of 
securities made otherwise than in reliance on the exemptions just 
mentioned does not attract the obligations of section 21 no matter 


what it contains. 


The Commission does not propose to prescribe what an offering 
memorandum should contain apart from the contractual right of 
action stiiherhe w-case “of “a *!misrépreséntation" : Given the 
self-policing nature of private placements, such a decision is 
thought to rest more appropriately with vendors and their 


ACWAISetESi 
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The Commission does not consider that an offering memorandum must 
achieve a prospectus standard of disclosure including “full, true 
and plain disclosure of all material facts” relating to the 
securities. Under section 1(1)24 of the Act “misrepresentation” is 
defined to mean: 


“i. an untrue statement of material fact or, 


ii. an omission to state a material fact that is required to be 
Stated or that is necessary to make a statement not 
nisleading in’ the light of* the’ circumstances “in which it 
was made;" 


The only “requirement"” for offering memoranda is the contractual 
right of action.,«~ The disclosure which must be made in an offering 
memorandum will depend upon the circumstances in which statements 
are made. 


The following general observations are proposed as guidelines for 
issuers preparing offering memoranda: 


(a) The ‘offering: *meiiorandum ean” be as Vong'ori as short as" is 
necessary in the circumstances. 


(b) The offering memorandum must describe the contractual right of 
action for rescission or damages and must specifically deal 
with those features referred to in section 21(1)(a) of the 
Regulation. 


(c) The offering memorandum should state by what technique the 
contractually enforceable right contemplated by the regulation 
is to be made available. 


The Commission draws to the attention of issuers that documents 
referred to in section 21(1)(b)(i) and (ii) of the Regulation, 
including prospectuses, information circulars, and other material 
prepared in satisfaction of a statutory obligation which are 
delivered to proposed investors, do not qualify as offering 
memoranda and hence do not attract any obligation under section 21. 


The Commission cautions against the practice of providing 
preliminary offering material to certain prospective investors 
prior to furnishing a “final” offering memorandum unless. the 
material contains a description of the contractual right of action 
to be made available to purchasers. The only material other than a 
“term sheet" (representing a skeletal outline of the features of an 
issue without dealing extensively with the business and affairs of 
the issuer) made available to investors should consist of offering 
memoranda containing the contractual right of action contemplated 
by section 21 of the Regulation and satisfying in all other 
respects the requirements of the Act and Regulation.

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REASONS OF COMMISSIONERS BECK, HOLLAND AND WAITZER 


This hearing arose out of an application made on behalf of 
Southam Inc. ("Southam") pursuant to s.100c(2)(c) of the Ontario 
Securities Act Cthe= “Say ior “Act )* Reon tOn” 1OBOr 29h 466%, ae 
amended. Through the exempting power of s.100c(2)(c), the Ontario 
Securities Commission (the "OSC") is asked to exempt Southam from 
compliance with sections 94 to 79 or the OSA’ 4n~ respect’ of 
Southam's proposed acquisition of certain Class A non-voting 
shares and att ents OM Seki Contin cations Limited 
@Sselkirk )% “owned by Cablecasting’ Limited ("Cableeasting” ) and 
by The Eaton Superannuation Fund, The Eaton Retirement Annuity 
Plan, Viking Canadian Fund and Viking International Fund (the 
ead titles cee te 

in Lepiy to tne application py Soutnam= the statt of° the Ost 
asked that a cease trade order be imposed on the proposed 
transactions with Cablecasting and the* Funds pursuant to"s2123 of 
CWewmACt. ouatt™ tCakesmtne —position- that it~i1t would be “contrary to 
the public interest, as that term is used in” s.123., -to”*alilow’ the 
proposed share acquisitions to take place. 

Standing, on consent of all the parties, was granted to 
Allenvest Group Limited ("Allenvest”") which represented a number 
of institutional shareholders who held Selkirk shares. Allenvest 


joined OSC staff in opposing Southam's application and 
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requesting a cease trade order. 

The essential facts in this case are as follows. Southam is 
a reportingsissuer,undermithes Act with, its shares, listed, on the 
Toronto, Montreal and Vancouver Stock Exchanges. Selkirk is also 
a. reporting, isswere under the. Act with, its, shares, Listedron=the 
Toronto and Montreal Stock Exchanges. Its issued and outstanding 
share capital, consistss of 10,804 5975. Class, Aonon-voting shares 
and 2,000. Class. By voting shares, as weld, ase l.9 2.545. warrantssto 
purchase Class A shares. Southam is Selkirk's largest shareholder 
owning, at. the. date. of) the, proposed. acquisitions: 4,570,000, Class 
A shares (being some.42 per cent of the issued and outstanding 
Class Asshares oOfaSel kirk, on sa. fully. diluted “basi sisw it. alco 
holds 400 Class B shares representing 20 per cent of the 
outstanding Class B shares and 448,000 warrants. The Class A 
shares are equity shares as that term is used in the definition 
Of “take-over. bid. in s.85Cl wots the,Act.. Nov other, shareholder 
holds either Class A or Class B shares in anything like the 
numbers held by Southam. 

Ons October 5, W987" Rogcersy communis cat onc NCom (. ROSeCYr sae 
announced its intention to make an offer for all of the Class A 
shares, of Selkirk at. 535.00, per, sharess subject; tose. numoer_of 
important conditions. These conditions were that all of the Class 


A shares be tendered to the bid, that the Selkirk board of 
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directors approve the bid and that the Canadian Radio and 
Telecommunications Commission give is required approval. On 
October 22, 1987, Southam announced that_it would not tender its 
shares to Rogers' proposed bid and, accordingly, the bid was 
never made. 

Prior to the date of Rogers' announcement of its intention 
Logmake ~aptake-over  bideat 9535.00 per share, the. Selkink Claas A 
siiares were trading im the 525.00 range. Following the 
announcement, the shares moved to the $33.00 range and subsequent 
bOmtnemmMatke tebredk ot .Octoberal 9 -afell into thees29 900 «— $3100 
range. Following Southam's announcement of its decision not to 
tender to Rogers' prospective bid, the Selkirk Class A shares 
moved down to $24.00, traded as low as $19.50 on October 28 and 
elosed on November 2 at $21.75. The warrants traded in the $9.00 
range prior to Rogers' announcement, moved to the $16.00 - $17.00 
avea atter Rogers’ announcement and traded in the $3.00 — $4.50 
range after Southam's rejection of the bid and as a result of the 
market break of October 19. 

On November 3, 1987, Southam entered into an agreement to 
purchase Cablecasting‘*s 629,500 Class A chares of Selkirk at 
$26.50 per share and 30,800 warrants at $9.75 per warrant. The 


agreement provided what is known as “upside price protection” to 


Cablecasting under which Southam agreed that if it were to sell 
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from the date of the agreement at a price greater than that paid 
by Southam to Cablecasting, Southam would pay Cablecasting an 
additional amount equal to the excess it received on the sale of 
the shares. 

At the time of entering into the agreement, the investment 
dealer, Burns Fry Limited ("Burns Fry"), was retained by Southam 
to value the price protection proviston. Burne: Pry provided 
Southam with an opiniom to the €riect that We was tot apie co 
place a value on the price protection granted to Cablecasting 
because of the contingent nature of the payment. 

It was a term of the agreement between Southam and 
Cablecasting that Southam would have no obligations under the 
agreement if an order of the OSC, in a form acceptable to 
Southam, had not been tssued prior to the date of closing. 

On November 6, 1987, through four separate private 
agreements, Southam agreed to purchase from the Funds a total of 
375,261 Class A “shares of Selkirk at SZ6,.500 per snare. 1 ne 
agreements contained the same upside protection clause as in the 
Cablecasting agreement and the same condition with respect to 
Southam receiving an order satisfactory to it from the OSC. 

The condition ‘that Southam inserted im tts own favour with 


respect to an order satisfactory to it from the OSC’ apparently 
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related to the upside price protection clauses. The $26.50 per 
Class A share paid to Cablecasting and the Funds was to provide 
assurance that the private agreements were exempt take-over bids 
within ithetitenms ‘fe is.:9 201) (Ce) (i4d)> of theh Act. It: is) a condition 
of s.92(1)(c)(iii) that the value of the consideration pas Fifior 
the securities does not exceed 115 per cent of the market price 
of the security of the relevant class atsthe date of the bid.

As the Cablecasting agreement was entered into on November 3 
and the Funds agreement was entered into on November 6, the 
market price was calculated twenty business days back from and 
including November 2 and November 5, respectively. Using that 
basis of calculation, 115 per cent of the market price of the 
Selkirk shares for the Cablecasting agreement was $29.96; for the 
Funds agreement, it was $29.44. With respect to the warrants, 
which relate only to the Cablecasting agreement, and which, for 
the purposes of this case, were treated the same as the Class A 
equity shares, although they are neither equity shares nor voting

OSC STAFF APPLICATION 

Staff counsel opposed Southam's application and also argued 
for the granting of a cease trade order on the private 
agreements. With respect to Southam's application, counsel 
stressed that oe onus was on the applicant to show that to grant 
its application would not be prejudicial to the public interest. 
He argued that it would be contrary to the public interest in 
that Southam, as the company that controlled the fate of the 
proposed Rogers bid by its decision whether or not to tender, was 
taking advantage of the run up in the market to add to its 
controlling Class A share position through private agreements 
with Cablecasting and the Funds. Southam was taking the 
substantial premium that the market anomaly created and giving it 
to five shareholders to further secure its own position in 
Selkirk. 

Counsel argued that given Southam's position as a Selkirk 
shareholder; the principle of s.93(6) of the Act was applicable. 
Section 93(6) prohibits an offeror from acquiring, through a 
private agreement, ownership of securities that were the subject 


of a bid, for a period of twenty days from the expiry of a bid.

DECISION 

In our view, both applications ought to be denied. The 
Southam private agreements with Cablecasting and the Funds are 
strictly within the terms of the private agreement exemption in 
the Act. The dates of the agreements are November 3 and November 
6, notwithstanding amendments to the cap under the price 
protection clauses. The base price of $26.50 and the date of the 
agreement did not change because of the amendment of the price 
protection cap. The date of a private agreement under the Act 
must be the date the agreement was entered into Oy, ein 
appropriate circumstances, the date of an offer to purchase at a 
specittit cap rice. 

The agreements here were entered into on November 3 and 6 
respectively, and the prices to be paid were set at that time and 


were well within the permitted 115 per cent of the market price. 
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When Burns Fry could not value the contingent price protection

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REASONS OF COMMISSIONERS SALTER, TASCHEREAU AND REID 


The central issue before the Commission in these 
hearings goes to the public interests affected by Southam's 
intended use of the private agreement exemption to buy 
approximately 9.3% of the Selkirk Class A shares, plus 
certain warrants, from five selected sellers. The relevant 
facts are fully reviewed in the reasons of the Chairman, 
Commissioner Holland and Commissioner Waitzer and we need 
not repeat them here. Southam's intended purchases would 
consitute a take-over bid and the general rule is that the 
premium prices associated with take-over bids must be 
available to security holders generally. A narrowly framed 
exemption from that general rule is provided in clause 
924-1) Ge) sot* the, Act, an f. ali. of, the. following) conditions 
apply 

(is) purchases are made from not more than five 
persons or companies in the aggregate, including 
persons or companies outside of Ontario, 

Gaiwi®) the bid is not made generally to security 
holders of the class of securities that is the 
subsiec teof..the bid ,;sand 

Grr) the value of the consideration paid for any of 
the securities, including brokerage fees or 
commissions, does not exceed 115 per cent of the 
market price of securities of that class at the 


date of the bid determined in accordance with 
the regulations. 
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Subsection 92(2) of the Act, going to the determination of 
the allowable number of sellers, further circumscribes the 
exemption. The regulations fix the "market price" at the 
simple average of the closing prices of the securities on 
the twenty trading days preceding the date of the relevant 
private agreements. The twenty day periods so calculated 
include six trading days on which Selkirk prices were 
sharply higher, being ae time between the announcement of 
Rogers' intention to make a $35.00 take-over bid and 
Southam's announcement that it would not tender its shares 
to any such bid. Should those six days' trading be 
excluded from the calculation of "market price"? If the 
six days' trading is included, all of Southam's private 
agreements are within 115% of "market price"; excluded, 
Southam's purchase of shares from Cablecasting would still 
be within 115% of the average of the closing prices on the 
remaining fourteen trading days but Southam's purchase of 
warrants from Cablecasting, and its purchase of shares 
from the Eaton funds, would exceed the 115% so 

calculated. 

Mr. Howard for Southam and Mr. Dey for 
Cablecasting say, rightly, that the Commission's 
responsibility in exercising its discretion under the Act 
is to the capital markets as a whole and to all

(Re British Columbia Forest 
Products ‘bimited, (1981) OSCB (Vol..1) 116C at 120C).° They 
also say that the prices to be paid and which may be paid

"(the) Commission has traditionally viewed 
the private agreement exemption strictly 
and has treated any premium in excess of 
that permitted under the regulations, 
however small, as sufficiently significant 
to preclude the use of the exemption. This 
approach was evident in the Commission's 
first decision to consider the follow-up 
offer obligation (Re Ronalds-Federated

has consistently been reaffirmed by the 
Commission. The amount of the permissible 
premium therefore, has always been 
recognized by the Commission as central to 
investor confidence in Ontario. 


The proposed agreements that are the 


subject of Southam's application present 
Similar issues. The Rogers offer was 
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announced at a price significantly above 
the current market price of the Selkirk 
class A shares and resulted in an increase 
in the trading prices of those shares 
during the period that it remained 
outstanding. The period during which the 
offer was being considered by the Selkirk 
board of directors was a short one, of 
approximately one week, and once the offer 
was withdrawn, the market price of the 
Selkirk class A shares fell dramatically. 
The prices that reflected the Rogers offer 
were clearly-anomalous; they did not 
reflect the auction marke t's true 
perception of the class A shares, but 
rather the price of the offer which was 
announced. 


The inflated prices resulting from the 
offer should, therefore, not be included in 
the determination of the market price of 
the Selkirk class A shares for purposes of 
the availability of the private agreement 
exemption in connection with Southam's 
proposed purchases from five selected 
sellers. To permit a purchaser to take 
advantage of the price inflation resulting 
from an announced offer which was 
subsequently withdrawn would undermine the 
policy of the Act designed to ensure that 
public investors participate in significant 
premiums above the normal market price. 
Indeed, to allow a purchaser so to utilize 
a bid rejected by it would permit selected 
holders of large blocks of securities to 
obtain a special benefit which is not 
available to other holders of the class on 
the basis of an abnormal event. Bema: 
submitted that it is not in, the interest of 
investors, the capital markets in Ontario 
or the public interest to allow a. purchaser 
to pay a premium based on such events. 
Rather the Commission should determine that 
such abnormal circumstances cannot be taken 
into account when determining the market 
price for purposes of the private agreement 
exemption.”

Mr. Turner, in summing up on this issue for 
Commission staff, says bluntly that Southam's proposed 
purchases would siphon off the premium in the market for 
the benefit of the five selling shareholders to the 
exclusion of security holders generally: a result, he 
Says, that would be prejudicial to the public interest. 
He concedes, however, that even excluding the six days in 
which trading reflected the premium price indicated in the 
Rogers announcement, Southam's share purchases from 
Cablecasting would be allowable as within the recalculated 
market prices, 

Do we have authority to recalculate "market 
price" as Mr. Anisman and Mr. Turner would have us do? 
The former provisions of the Act and regulations relating 
to take-over bids based "market price" on the previous ten 
trading days and provided, in the former clause 99(b) of 
the Act; that 

"where the Commission is satisfied that the 

market price of securities of any class 

determined in accordance with the 

regulations, by reference to the price of 

such securities as established by trades on 

a published market was affected by an 

anticipated take-over bid or by improper 

manipulation, (the Commission may) determine 
the market price of such securities at any 
date, such determination to be based ona 
finding by the Commission as to the price at 
which a holder of securities of that class 
could reasonably have expected to dispose of 
his securities immediately prior to the 
relevant date excluding any change in price 
reasonably attributable to the anticipated 


take-over bid or to the improper 
manipulation". 
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As noted, clause 99(b) has been repealed and the base 
period for determination of "market price" has been 
enlarged from ten to twenty trading days. It will be 
helpful to review briefly the history of clause 99(b) and 
the reasoning that led to its repeal. 

Re British Columbia Forest Products Limited, 
cited above, is the only case in which the Commission 
exercised sitstauthority) tonrecabculates*manke tn price” « 
The relevant facts are set out in Part II of the 
Commission's decision: (1981) /OSCB (Vol. 2, Part. 2)«6C at 
8C-12C. In summary, Noranda Mines Limited held 
approximately 28% of BCFP's common shares. on April 3, 
1981 Noranda announced that it would "make an appropriate 
disposition’ of gthatsbloek;, ssoeas to satisiyotne vconcerns 
of the Government of British Columbia regarding 
out-of-province ownership of the forest products 
industry. (Noranda was at the time bidding for 49% of 
MacMillan Bloedel.) This announcement led immediately to 
a sharp run-up in the shares of BCFP, the market 
speculating on a follow-up bid by a purchaser of the 
Noranda block. On cApri bigs geatoeityaNoranda vagreed to sell 
the block at $25 per share, a price within the allowable 
115% of "market price" calculated under the regulations. 


Certain interested parties asked the Commission to make a 


eS 
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determination under clause 99(b) recalculating "market 
price” so as ‘to jexclude”™ the ‘price run-up attributable to 
the anticipation of a take-over bid. The Commission did 
so, finding that the price paid for the Noranda block 
exceeded the allowable premium, with the result that the 
purchaser became obliged to make a follow-up offer for the 
rest of the BCFP common shares at $25 per share. The 
Commission went on to exempt the purchaser from that 
obligation, stating (p.16C) that sophisticated speculators 
oughtynotjaby the fact of "their "speculation, force. “an 
Offeror aintoumaking wa Utowd ow=-up bid 

It was” in  thi's*icontext ‘that two private sector 
committees, reporting in 1983, recommended a longer base 
period for determination of "market price" and the 
deletion of clause 99(b). The Regulation of Take-over 
Bids in Canada: Premium Private Agreement Transactions: 
Report of the Securities Industry Committee on Take-over 
Bids (November, 1983) at pp. 13-14: 

treiswa buyer of) ‘a control block= should not be 

put in the position of having to make a 

follow-up offer, when in good faith it and 

the seller calculated the allowable premium 

on the basis of a market price that is 

artificially high because it was affected by 

an anticipated offer. In other words, the 

vendor and purchaser of a control block 

should be able to plan their affairs in the 


confidence that the published market price 
reflects the auction market's true 
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perception of the shares' value. But this 
goal could be achieved,. and with less 
reliance on Commission discretion, by a 
calculation, of. market. porsc.e%s that, uses, a 
longer base period." 


The Report of the Committee to Review the Provisions of 
the Securities Act (Ontario) relating to Take-over Bids 


and Issuer Bids (September 23, 1983) at p.7: 


"3.12 Market Price; clause 88(1)(j)" 

e.eWe would..-propose that the method of 
calculating, *marke.t. prace". provided. ifo7r,. ain 
the regulations be amended to be the 
weighted average of the prices for all 
public. trades (excluding block» and similar 
transactions)» in ,the iclass. of, security, for 
the preceding 20 days on which the 
securities traded in a public market. This 
expanded period and method of calculation 
would include more transactions than under 
the current definition and reduce the short 
term market price. Accordingly we have 
deleted the provision in the Act which 
permits the Commission to recalculate the 
market price based on such factors. This 
also permits purchasers, as well as other 
investors, to rely on the objective criteria 
of actual market purchases without fear of 
retroactive adjustments." 





Drawing from both Reports and from the 
Commission's experience under the former Act, the 1987 
amendments have dropped the follow-up offer obligation 
with its attendant administrative difficulties while 
retaining the general rule requiring take-over bids to be 


made to all holders of the affected securities. Private 


a 
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agreements are still exempt from the general rule but the 
Maximum permissible number of sellers has been cut back 
(from fourteen to five); the maximum amount that may be 
paid under the private agreements stands at 115%, measured 
against the new base period of twenty days. It is clear 
that the longer base period and the corollary repeal of 
clause 99(b) are responsive to and intended to cure the 
uncertainties which faced Noranda and all potential 
purchasers of the Noranda block in BCFP. The "anticipated 
take-over bid" for BCFP was a generalized expectation that 
the Noranda block would be sold, coupled with speculation 
that the premium would compel a follow-up offer. The only 
hard information in the market was Noranda's April 3, 1981 
news release which addressed the BCFP question, in part, 
as follows: 

"Noranda will make an appropriate 

disposition of its shareholdings of 

(BCFP). Clearly we must consider the 

longstanding understanding with other 

major shareholders of BCFP and, most 

particularly, the interests and 

sensitivities of the management and 

employees of that company. Certainly, 

if B.C. residents or a corporation 

with substantial British Columbia 

ownership can satisfy these moral 

obligations and be competitive, it 

would be most desirable to sell to 

them and Noranda will make every 


ef fort, to. dosns0. In the end, this 
will be subject, as I said, to the 


ee  —————————————————————— —————————————_ 
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acquiescence of present major 
shareholders and particularly the 
management of BCFP, all of whom are 
B.C. residents." 


In contrast, Selkirk's news release of October 


Lia, 919997" was highly sipeca fic 


"Selkirk Communications Limited has 
received a written expression of 
interest from a company proposing to 
make an offer for all of the Class A 
shares of Selkirk at $35.00 per share 
subject to obtaining the support of 
Selkirk's directors. 


The proposed offer has been described 
as being conditional on compliance 
with applicable laws including receipt 
Sf CRT. C. “approvals the ‘conversion 
of outstanding warrants, the exercise 
of options and the tender or sale of 
all Class B shares at their par value. 


The board of directors of Selkirk has 
appointed an independent committee of 
directors to evaluate the proposal and 
to respond. The independent committee 
has retained advisors and scheduled a 
meeting to formulate its response on 
Oc tob er #227. “19 877. The position of 
Selkirk's largest shareholder, Southam 
Inc., in respect of such an offer has 
not been communicated to Selkirk's 
directors." 


(On October 1557 1987,°°Rogers “pub Lic ly adentifived= itself as 
the intending offeror.) 

In our view, the 1987 amendments went to the 
uncertainties and attendant market speculation typified in 


BCFP and not to the market's anticipation of a specific 
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bid on specific terms such as Rogers' for Selkirk. The 
intent and purpose of the amendments was better to capture 
the auction market's true perception of values (see Report 
of the Securities Industry Committee). Share values so 
perceived reflect a minority discount. A take-over bid 
announcement necessarily backs in some or all of that 
discount, resulting in. premiums above "normal" values, as 
here: following the Rogers announcement Selkirk shares 
moved immediately from about $25 to the $33 range. It 
would clearly be wrong to include such premiums for the 
purposes of a rule designed to restrict premiums. The 
Commission's authority under sections 123 and 124 of the 
Act to make cease trading orders and to deny the benefit 
of exemptions, where in its opinion such action is in the 
public interest, is full and ample warrant for our 
intervention here. We would not, however, limit that 
intervention to recalculating "market price" by excluding 
the six days of the market's response to the Rogers 
announcement; rather, we would prohibit altogether 
Southam's intended use of the private agreement exemption. 

Since the introduction of take-over bid 
regulation in Ontario with The Securities Act, 1966 a 
private agreement exemption has co-existed (albeit 


uneasily) with the general rule of equal opportunity for

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FA iat ae The Securities Act, 1978 imposed the follow-up offer 
obligation where an excessive premium was paid under 
private agreements, and the restrictive effect of the 1987 
amendments has been noted above. IntractipariadllLeltiline of 
decisions and policy statements, the Commission moved to 
restrict the use of the private agreement exemption in the 
context of a linked take-over bid by the private agreement 
purchaser. Those restrictions reflect positions taken by 
the Commission in 1978 (MacMillan Bloedel and Domtar), 
1981 (Federal Commerce & Navigation and Abitibi-Price; 
B.C. Resources/Noranda and MacMillan Bloedel) and 1982 
(OSC Policy 9.3) and have been carried into the Act in the 
1987 amendments. They are now found in subsections 93(2) 
and (5) dealing respectively with acquisitions during a 
take-over bid and integration of pre-bid private 
transactions. These legislated limits on the use of the 
private agreement exemption are not to be given a 
preclusive effect: legislative recognition of certain 
wrong uses of the exemption does not constrain the 
Commission from marking out and prohibiting other wrong 
uses when such are brought before it in specific cases. 

It is now well settled (Re Cablecasting Limited (1978) 
OSCB 37; ResGanadianyTiresCorporationgsbhimitede (1987)20SCB 


858 (OSC), discussed with approval in Divisional Court 
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reasons ’(1987),.OSCB 1772 at 1806-7) that a specific breach 
of the legislation or a policy statement need not be shown 
before section 123 can be invoked. To accede to that 
contention

We find Southam's proposed arrogation of the 
premium in the market arising from the Rogers 
announcement, for the benefit of the five selected sellers 
and to the exclusion of shareholders generally, to be 
contrary to the public interest and we would prohibit all 
of the intended trades. In leaving this issue, we wish to 
touch on a question put to Mr. Turner by Commissioner 


Blain in the course of the January 5 hearing: would the

Southam but some person or company that held no position

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REASONS OF COMMISSIONERS BLAIN, CARMICHAEL AND WIGLE 


We were unable to agree with the reasons of our fellow 


commissioners. 


The facts are basically as stated in the reasons of the 
Chairman and only will be repeated in these reasons when we feel 


such repetition is necessary to an understanding of our reasons. 


At the time Southam entered into the agreement with 
Cablecasting to purchase the 629,500 Class A shares of Selkirk and 
the 30,300 warrants to purchase Class A shares of Selkirk owned by 
Cablecasting, Southam was itself the owner of approximately 42% of 
the issued and outstanding Class A shares of Selkirk on a fully 
diluted basis. Southam was also the owner of 400 Class B shares 
of Selkirk representing 20% of the outstanding Class B shares and 
448,000 warrants to purchase Class A shares of Selkirk. The Class 
A shares are non-voting and all voting rights are vested in the 
holders of the Class B shares. It was agreed by counsel that the 
Class A shares, while non-voting, are nevertheless “equity 
securities" within the meaning of the definition of the term 
“equity security” contained in Part XIX of the Act. While Southam 
May not be in a position to exercise voting control over Selkirk, 
it must nevertheless be considered as the most significant 


shareholder of Selkirk. 


Because Southam now owns more than 20% of the Class A shares 


of Selkirk, any acquisition by Southam of additional Class A 
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shares (including the acquisition from Cablecasting and the Funds) 
would constitute a take-over bid which would be subject to all of 
the provisions of Part XIX unless the acquisition constituted an 
exempted take-over bid under subsection 92(1) of the Act or unless 
the Commission issued an exempting order under subsection 
100c.(2)(c) of the Act. Southam has made applications pursuant to 
subsection 100c.(2)(c) of the Act for an order exempting Southam 
from complying with sections 94 to 99 of the Act in connection 
with these acquisitions because of uncertainty as to the 
availability of the take-over bid exemption on which it would 


otherwise rely. 


The agreements between Southam and the various vendors 
provide for the purchase of the Class A shares owned by the 
vendors at a price of $26.50 per share and, in the case of the 
Cablecasting agreement, for the purchase of the warrants owned by 
Cablecasting to purchase Class A shares at a price of $9.75 per 
warrant. Each agreement contains the upside price protection 
provisions (the "price protection provisions") described in the 
reasons of the Chairman. As stated below the original agreements 


were amended to place a "cap" on the price protection provisions. 


In addition, the Cablecasting agreement further provides in 
paragraph 4.1(b) thereof that if Selkirk and Southam enter into an 


agreement with Cablecasting on terms similar to those set forth in 
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a certain letter dated October 16, 1987 of Cablecasting to 
Southam, then Southam agrees to sell to Cablecasting the Class A 
shares and warrants purchased from Cablecasting in response to any 
offer made by Cablecasting to purchase Class A shares in order to 
implement the reorganization outlined in the said letter. The 
price to be paid by Cablecasting is the price paid by Southam 


under the purchase agreement plus appropriate carrying costs. 


Presumably, because of its concern over the inability of 
Burns Fry Limited to place a value on the price protection 
provisions and the uncertaintly which this created in determining 
whether the requirements of subclause 92(1)(c)(iii) of the Act 
were satisfied, Southam and the various vendors amended the 
purchase agreements to provide that the maximum amount payable 
under the price protection provisions when added to the amount to 
be paid by Southam for the Class A shares would not exceed 
Southam's calculation of the market price of the Class A shares 


for purposes of subclause 92(1)(c)(iii) of the Act. 
Section 92(1) of the Act provides as follows: 


"92(1) Subject to the regulations, a take-over bid is exempt 


from sections 94 to 99 if, 


(Saal) Sworexere 
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(c) all of the following conditions apply, 


(i) purchases are made from not more than five 
persons or companies in the aggregate, 
including persons or companies outside of 


Ontario, 


(ii) the bid is not made generally to security 
holders of the class of securities that is 


subject of the bid, and 


(iii) the value of the consideration paid for any of 
the securities ,- including-~brekerage fees-'cr 
commissions, does not exceed 115 per cent of 
the market price of securities of that class 
at the date of the bid determined in 


accordance with the regulations;" 


Section 164(1) of the Regulation made under the Act provides: 


"164(1) For the purposes of Part XIX of the Act, "market

The other provisions of Section 164 which deal with market price 


would not appear to be relevant. 


Mr. Turner and Mr. Anisman take the position that the six 
trading days commencing with the public announcement of the 
Proposal by Rogers to make a bid for all shares and the rejection 
of this overture by Southam should be disregrded in determining 
market price. Mr. Howard, acting for Southam, quite naturally 
argues that these trading days should be taken into account in 
determining market price. If these trading days are not taken 
into account then the cash price to be paid by Southam to 
Cablecasting for the Class A shares, but not the warrants, will 
Still be within the permitted premium but the cash price to be 
paid to the other four vendors for the Class A shares will exceed 
the permitted premium due to the different trading days to be 
taken into account in making each calculation. Needless to say, 


on this basis, the "capped" value of the price protection 
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provisions would only aggravate the matter. If these trading days 
are not eliminated then the cash price to be paid under each 
agreement together with the capped value of the price protection 


provisions will be within the permitted premium. 


Part XIX of the Act is a new Part which was proclaimed in 
force on June 30, 1987. The former Part XIX provided that a 
take-over bid was exempted from the requirements of that Part 
where it was an offer to purchase securities by way of agreements 
with fewer than fifteen security holders and not made pursuant to 
an offer to security holders generally. The exemption did not 
depend upon the price paid under the private agreements but if the 
value of the consideration paid for any of the securities exceeded 
the market price at the date of the relevant agreement, then the 
purchaser was bound, under Section 91(1) of the former Part, to 
make a follow up offer within 180 days after the date of the first 
of the agreements. The Regulation applicable to the former Part 
provided that for the purposes of Section 91(1) market price of a 
class of securities on a particular date is an amount 15 per cent 
in excess of the simple average of the closing price of securities 
of that class for each day on which there was a closing price and 


falling not more than ten business days before the relevant date. 


The present Part XIX reduces from fifteen to five the number 
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of persons from whom shares may be purchased under the so called 
private agreement exemption and places a ceiling on the premium 
that may be paid if the exemption is to be available. It follows 
that, if the exemption is only available if the permitted premium 
is not exceeded, the former requirement for a follow-up offer 
became unnecessary. If the premium is exceeded, there is no 
exemption and the person must proceed by way of a take-over bid 


made to all holders. 


Both the present Part XIX and the former Part XIX proceed on 
the basis that there should be an equality of treatment of 
shareholders in connection with a take-over bid - with one 
exception. The private agreement exemption in each Part permits a 
premium to be paid over market and exempts that kind of 
transaction from the rules which govern take-overs. A small number 


of shareholders may therefore be preferred. 


The many changes made in the take-over provisions of the Act 
flow in great measure from the Report of the Committee to Review 
the Provisions of the Securities Act (Ontario) Relating to 
Take-over Bids and Issuer Bids, dated September 23, 1983 (the 
"Committee Report"). A draft of Part XIX as proposed by the 


Committee appears as Part II of the Committee Report. 


In dealing with the question of market price, Section 3.12 


of the Committee Report said this: 
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"3.12 Market Price; clause 88(1)(j) (the definition of 


market price proposed in the draft legislation) 


This definition has not been changed in substance from 
the Act. We would however propose that the method of 
calculating "market price" provided for in the regulations be 
amended to be the weighted average of the prices for all 
public trades (excluding block and similar transactions) in 
the class of security for the preceding 20 days on which the 
securities traded in a public market. This expanded period 
and method of calculation would include more transactions 
than under the current definition and reduce the short term 
influence of trading based on anticipated bids, as well as 


the ability to manipulate the market price. Accordingly, we 


have deleted the provision in the Act which permits the 
Commission to recalculate the market price based on such 
factors. This also permits purchasers, as well as other 
investors, to rely on the objective criteria of actual market 
purchases without fear of retroactive adjustments." 


The former Part XIX provided, in section 99, that where the 
Commission was satisfied that the market price of securities of 
any class determined in accordance with the regulations, by 
reference to the price of such securities as established by trades 
On a published market was affected by an anticipated take-over bid 
Or by improper manipulation, the Commission could determine the 
market price of such securities at any date, such determination 


to be based on a finding by the Commission as to the price at 
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which a holder of securities of that class could reasonably have 
expected to dispose of his securities immediately prior to the 
relevant date excluding any change in price reasonably 
attributable to the anticipated take-over bid or the improper 
manipulation. In other words, under the circumstance mentioned, 
the Commission had a power to determine a market price different 
from the market price resulting from the calculation provided in 


the Regulation. 


Presumably, in the interest of establishing certainty in the 
market place, the Committee Report recommended that, upon the 
extension from ten to twenty trading days of the period used to 
calculate market price for the purposes of clause 92(1)(c), the 
power of the Commission to recalculate the market price could be 
deleted from the take-over bid provisions and this has been done 
in the present Part XIX. The Commission no long has any express 


power to recalculate. 


The importance of certainty in the market place was touched 
On in the Report of the Securities Industry Committee on 
Take-Over Bids issued in November 1983. On pages 30 and 31 of 


that report the following is found: 


(p.30) "E. Other considerations: 


A useful policy analysis aimed at devising the best 


regulatory scheme must include some understanding of the 
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preferences and expectations of the participants in the 
market. Accordingly, this section identifies the principal 
participants in the market for corporate control, and reviews 


the requirements of each as perceived by the Committee..." 


(p.31) (iv) legal and corporate finance advisors. 


Financial and legal advisors require predicability. That 
is, they should be confident that when certain events occur 
reasonably predicable rather than arbitrary or discretionary 
consequences will flow therefrom. Under the rule of law, 
society has come to expect that in most situations the legal 
requirements will be set out in statutes and regulations 
thereunder, rather than developed ad hoc pursuant to a 


loosely defined policy." 


We agree with the Committee that achieving certainty in the 
regulation of take-over bids is of great concern to the capital 
markets. It seems to us that any participant in the capital 
markets should be able to review the Act, the Regulation and the 
Policy Statements of the Commission and to structure his 
transaction based on the regulatory environment they create 
without fear of intervention by the Commission except in cases of 


clear abuse and perhaps manifest unfairness. 
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In our view, for the reasons hereinafter given, market price 
should be calculated as provided in the Regulation and there 
should not be eliminated from the calculation those trading days 
which occurred from the date of the announcement of the proposed 
Rogers bid to the day Southam advised it would not tender any of 
its shares if the bid were made. To eliminate those trading days 
would be the equivalent of the Commission fixing the market value, 
absent a clear power to do so, and this we think the Commission 


should not do unless there are other compelling reasons. 


The reasons of the Commission for its decision in the 
Canadian Tire case (1987) 10 OSCB 858 are perhaps relevant here. 


At p.947 the Commission said: 


"The Commission's mandate under section 123 is not to 
interfere in market transactions under some presumed rubric 


of insuring fairness. 


To invoke the public interest test of section 123, 
particularly in the absence of a demonstrated breach of the 
Act, the regulations or a policy statement, the conduct or 
transaction must clearly be demonstrated to be abusive of 
shareholders in particular, and of the capital markets in 
general. A showing of abuse is something different from, and 


goes beyond, a complaint of unfairness." 
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While the Commission's remarks were directed to a section 123 
hearing, it seems to us they are equally applicable in any case 
where the Commission is invited to act in the absence of an 


express statutory mandate so to do. 


To eliminate the particular trading days, which would be a 
departure from the Regulation which determines how market value 
shall be calculated, requires in our view a showing of abuse or at 
the very least manifest unfairness. Was there such abuse? There 
has been no suggestion that there was any acting jointly or in 
concert between Rogers and Southam in connection with the proposed 
bid by Rogers or itsS announcement. Undoubtedly, the opposite is 
the case. There was no suggestion that Southam had engaged in any 
manipulative practice during any of the relevant trading days. It 
was suggested that Southam, as the significant if not necessarily 
the controlling shareholder of Selkirk, should not be allowed to 
take advantage of the rise in the market price of the Selkirk 
Class A shares and warrants occasioned by the announcement of the 
bid since Southam had it within its power to squelch the bid by 
announcing immediately that it would not accept the bid, if made. 
This, it is said, would have levelled out the market. But did 
Southam's failure to announce for 6 days amount to abuse? It must 
be borne in mind that the Rogers proposal was communicated by 


letter dated October 2, 1987 to the Chairman of the Board of

Selkirk. This letter provided in part that, subject to obtaining 
Support of the directors of Selkirk, Rogers was prepared to make a 
tender offer for all the Class A shares of Selkirk at $35.00 per 
share. The letter stated that the tender offer would be 
conditional on CRTC approval and all outstanding warrants being 
converted and options being exercised as well as all Class B 
shares being tendered or sold to Rogers. This represented quite a 
conditional proposal. Selkirk some time later issued a press 
release describing briefly the proposal and stating that it had 
appointed an independent committee of directors to evaluate the 
proposal and respond. The press release further stated that the 
independent committee had retained advisors and scheduled a 
meeting to formulate its response on October 22, 1987 and advised 
that the position of Selkirk's largest shareholder, Southam, in 
respect of the proposed bid had not been communicated to Selkirk's 
directors. The market then was clearly in possession of all 
required information including the important fact that the major 
shareholder had not then communicated its position to Selkirk. 
Southam is surely entitled to a reasonable time to consider its 
position, and if the market reacts, as it did here, in the face of 


the announced information Southam should not be penalized. 


In our view, the actions of Southam during the period of the 
proposed bid were not abusive or, we may add, unfair. The 
Commission has not yet formulated a general policy that a 


significnt shareholder should be in any different position than

any other person seeking to rely on the so called private 
ee exemption and in the absence of a clearly stated policy, 
available for all to see, or of an abusive transaction, we are not 
prepared to draw such a distinction. Equally there is no stated 
policy of the Commission that the private agreement exemption may 
not be relied on for a specified period after the announcement of 


a proposed take-over bid. 


We find no reason to eliminate the trading days in question 
and thus adjust the market price. It must also be remembered that 
"Black Monday” occurred during the twenty day period for the 
calculation of the market price. Should some adjustment be made 


for this? If one starts making adjustments, where does one stop? 


In cur view the price to be paid by Southam for the Class A 
shares and the warrants it is purchasing plus the capped value of 
the price protection provisions is within the market price as 
defined in the Regulation, on the basis that the twenty day period 
used for the calculation is based on the original agreements. Mr. 
Anisman argues, however, that the amending agreements which 
imposed the cap constitute new bids for the purposes of the 
private agreement exemption and that the twenty day period should 
be related to the amending agreements rather than the original 


agreements. With respect, we do not agree. The caps were inserted 
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because Burns Fry Limited was unable to come up with a value for 
the price protection provisions and to ensure, under these 
circumstances, that these provisions would not put Southam offside 
under private agreement exemption. No change was made in the 
important basic price per share payable by Southam under the 
agreements and in our view putting a cap on the price protection 


provisions should not start a new time frame. 


Mr. Anisman also submitted that paragraph 4.1(b) of the 
Cablecasting agreement (a provision not in the other agreements) 
was sufficient to put that agreement offside. That paragraph 
depends on the implementation at some future date of a very 
complicated reorganization proposed by Cablecasting and has 
already been rejected by Southam. We think this is a highly 
unlikely event and, while we cannot say this clause has absolutely 
no value, it would appear to have very little. We do not think an 
exemption should be denied by reason only of the inclusion of this 


paragraph in the agreement. 


Southam has applied under clause 100c.(2)(c) for orders 
exempting it from sections 94 to 99 of the Act in connection with 


the described transactions. Clause 100c.(2)(c) reads as follows: 


"(2) Upon an application by any interested person, the 
Commission may, subject to such terms and conditions as it 
may impose:

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(c) exempt any person or company from any of the 
requirements of this Part or the regulations 
related to this Part where the Commission is 
Satisfied that to do so would not be prejudicial to 


the public interest.". 


In our view, it would not be prejudicial to the public interest to 
grant the exemption orders applied for by Southam and we would 


have so ordered. 


It follows that we reject the application of the staff of 


the Commission for cease trading orders.

1. Geoffrion is a corporation governed by the laws of 
the Province of Quebec, is a registered dealer pur- 
suant to the Act and until April 17, 1986 was a private 
company within the meaning of subsection 1(1)31 of 
the Act; 


2. On May 8, 1986, Geoffrion obtained from the Com- 
mission des valeurs mobilieres du Quebec a final 
receipt for a prospectus dated May 8, 1986 offering 
Class B subordinate shares and Class B subordinate 
share purchase warrants of Geoffrion for sale to the 
public; 


3. Prior to obtaining such final receipt, Geoffrion 
amended its articles to remove one of the private 
company restrictions and thereafter substituted re- 
strictions on the issue, ownership and transfer of its 
shares in accordance with the requirements of The 
Toronto Stock Exchange, The Montreal Exchange, 
the Vancouver Stock Exchange and the Investment 
Dealers Association of Canada, such requirements 
being applicable to Geoffrion due to the fact that 
Geoffrion is a member corporation of the above- 
mentioned exchanges and associations;

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3.2 REASONS 


3.2.1 MCLAUGHLIN, STUART BRUCE/ REASONS 
OF THE HIGH COURT: OSC AND OTHERS 
VS. MCLAUGHLIN 


ONTARIO SECURITIES COMMISSION V. McLAUGHLIN 


The reasons of Mr. Justice Henry of the High Court of Justice 
in the action commenced by the Ontario Securities Commis- 
sion and others against Stuart Bruce McLaughlin are set out 
below. 


Various motions were made to strike out the claim of the 
Commission against Mr. McLaughlin. Mr. Justice Henry dis- 
missed those applications and subject to any appeal which 
may be brought the Commission’s claim against Mr. 
McLaughlin will now proceed. 
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ENDORSEMENT 


No. 16256/86 
ONTARIO SECURITIES COMMISSION V. McLAUGHLIN 


These motions by the defendants under Rules 20.01 and 21.01 
-are for orders striking out the statement of claim and granting summary 


| judgment against the plaintiffs. 


The basic rule respecting summary judgment is that the court 
must first be satisfied that there is no genuine issue for trial. The 
rule respecting the striking out of a statement of claim is that the 
court will not do so unless it is persuaded that the plaintiff has no 








hope of success. No action should be dismissed and no statement of claim 
should be struck out unless it is certain that it cannot succeed; any 


doubt must be resolved in favour of the plaintiff. 


The defendant, Stuart B. McLaughlin, having delivered a 
statement of defence, may move for summary judgment but there is no 
justification for this relief as there is on the pleadings a genuine 
issue to be tried on the facts; the statement of defence does not raise 

an issue of law. As argued before me Mr. Chapman on behalf of this 
defendant focused his submissions on the failure of the statement’ of 
claim to disclose a reasonable cause of action. He also brings a further 
motion raising a Charter issue as against the OSC but he did not 


develop this point before me, or advert to it. 


The corporate defendants, who have not as yet delivered a 
statement of defence, are proceeding under Rule 21.01. All defendants 
seek to have the statement of claim struck out on the following grounds:

(a) The OSC has no status to bring the action. 


(b) The action which has been commenced under the “oppression 
remedy" in sec.247 of the Ontario Business Corporations Act, 1982 
does not lie in respect of events or wrongs that occurred prior to 
its coming into force on July 29, 1983 which are the foundation of 


the action. 


(c) The allegations in the statement of claim disclose a 
shareholders' derivative action which can only be brought under 
sec.245 of the OBCA and then only with leave of the court which 


has not been obtained. 


(d) The alternative claim asserted in the statement of claim is 
based upon alleged breach by defendants of “fiduciary duties" owed 
by the defendants to plaintiffs as minority shareholders which is 


not a cause of action at common law. 


The established principles upon which I am to proceed are, I 


think, not disputed, i.e.: 


(i) all allegations of fact unless patently ridiculous or 


incapable of proof must be assumed to be proven; 


(ii) the moving parties, in order to succeed, must show that it 
is plain, obvious and beyond doubt that plaintiffs could not 


succeed; 


(iii) the novelty of the cause of action will not militate 


against plaintiffs.

Issues - There are four main issues before me: 


First - Can the Ontario Securities Commission (OSC) maintain 
an action under sec.247 of the OBCA respecting a corporation that the 
Commission has by order under sec.1(6) of the Act deemed not to be an 
“offering” corporation, such order being made January 28, 1985? 


Second - Can an order be obtained under sec.247 OBCA in 
respect of wrongs alleged to have occurred prior to its proclamation on 
July 29, 1983? 











Third - Do the allegations set out in the statement of claim 
Support a shareholders' “oppression” application under sec.247 OBCA, or 
do the allegations give rise only to a derivative claim that must be 
asserted, with leave, under sec.245 of the Act? 


| Fourth - Does an alternative action lie against defendants 
t for breach of fiduciary duties owing by defendants to plaintiffs as 


minority shareholders? 






































Having reflected on the submissions of counsel which 
occupied three days of court time, I can dispose of the issues more 
briefly, particularly as I intend to allow these proceedings to go to 
trial as ordered by Carruthers J. on March 5, 1986. The statement of 
Claim is that dated March 18, 1986 delivered by plaintiffs in the 
consolidated proceedings pursuant to the said order of Carruthers J. 
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In it plaintiffs claim inter alia: 


(a) an order declaring that the business and affairs of Mascan 
have been conducted in a manner which is oppressive and unfairly 
prejudicial to, and which unfairly disregards the interests of, 
former security holders of Mascan (the oppression remedy under 


sec.247 OBCA); 


(b) in the alternative, an order declaring that defendants 
breached fiduciary duties which they owed to the minority 


shareholders of Mascan. 


The first issue concerns the standing of the OSC as a party 
plaintiff in the trial of issue ordered by Carruthers J. I say at once 
that that order was made on consent on the application, among others, of 
OSC, and the order gives the Commission carriage of the action. While 
defendants are free to raise such defences as they may be advised in my 
Opinion that does not include an attack on the standing of OSC. In 
ordinary circumstances I would not. permit defendants to resile from 
their consent, but I am assured by counsel that when Carruthers J. made 
the order they were not aware of the OSC order made January 28, 1985 
deeming Mascan to have ceased to be an offering corporation. In fairness 
to defendants, OSC ought to have disclosed that fact to defendants and 
Carruthers J. before the order was made. I do not in the circumstances 


make the consent the basis of my decision. 


The proceedings are expressly launched under sec.247 OBCA. 
The OSC may bring an application under that section “in the case of an 
offering corporation". That expression is defined as a corporation that 
is offering its securities to the public “and that is not the subject of 
an order of the Commission deeming it to have ceased to be offering its 
securities to the public". By the time Carruthers J. made his order, 
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clearly Mascan had ceased to be an offering corporation by reason of 
the OSC order of January 28, 1985. 


However, on September 26, 1983 two Originating motions were 
brought under the old rules for relief under sec.247 OBCA (which had 


just come into force): 
(a) by the plaintiffs (other than OSC) in RE2485/83; 


(b) by the OSC for similar relief; of the relief sought, the court 
granted the appointment of an inspector together with much of what 
was asked in the notices of motion, RE2585/83. 


At that time it is common ground that Mascan was an offering 
corporation and that OSC had status to proceed as an applicant under 
sec.247, 


On April 19, 1985, the plaintiffs and OSC moved in the 
existing two actions (more properly applications now under the new 
rules) to consolidate the proceedings and for the trial of an issue. 
These motions were made in the original ongoing applications; at the 
same time OSC made an apparently new application, RE1088/85, for an 
order for trial of an issue. This alone is the subject of defendants' 
attack, on the ground that Mascan being no longer an, offering 
corporation, the OSC had no standing to apply under sec.247. 


In my opinion the application brought by the OSC in 
RE1088/85 was merely a continuation in form under the new rules of the 
1983 proceedings and was based on the report of the inspector made in 
accordance with my order in RE2585/83. It is of significance that while 
my order granted much of the relief asked by OSC (and the other 
applicants in RE2485/83) the balance, which included the appointment of 
a receiver-manager “and such further or other order as may seem just", 





eee TI— 
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was adjourned to a date to be fixed. The OSC application and motion of 
April 19, 1985, in RE1088/85, was merely a resumption of the earlier 
proceeding; the form used merely conforms to the new rules. It is also 
obvious that, if sec.247 is to be applied by the court, the trial of an 
issue in accordance with new Rule 38.11 was imperative, and this was’ 
granted by Carruthers J. who then had before him the three applications 
which it was appropriate for reasons of economy to consolidate, which he 
did. 


It is further my opinion that the OSC did not lose its 
status by its order deeming Mascan to be an offering corporation. Its 
status under sec.247 had vested long before it made the order on January 
28, 1985. Its function as the protector of persons who invested in 
Mascan while it was still an offering corporation was not divested by 
its order. Its continuation of the 1983 proceedings was necessarily 
deferred pending receipt of the inspector's report. I am unable to find, 
on any reasonable interpretation of sec.247, and having regard to its 
purpose to protect the public interest, i.e. the interest of the 
investing public, that the protective role of the Commission was vacated 
with respect to conduct of Mascan:and the defendants which had occurred 
prior to September 26, 1983 upon which RE2485 and 2585 were founded. The 


first issue is therefore answered “yes". 


The second issue - For the purposes of the motions before me 
this issue is sufficiently disposed of by the judgment of the Divisional 
Court in Mason v. Intercity Properties Ltd. (H.C.J., unreported per 
Smith J. December 10, 1984; affirmed by Divisional Court November 12, 
1985; reversed on other grounds by the Court of Appeal). The judgment of 
the Divisional Court holds that sec.247 is to be given retrospective 
effect and that decision was not disturbed by the Court of Appeal. See 
also reference to a statute in pari materia, Sparling v. Javelin 
International Ltd., [1986] R.J.Q. 1073 at pp.1125-6 (Que.S.C.). 
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This Court would not be justified in striking out the 
Statement of claim. So far as the procedural aspects of sec.247 are 
concerned the statement of claim will stand; it will be for the trial 
judge to determine to what extent the substantive provisions are to be 
applied retrospectively to the facts as he finds them and the merits of 


the defence as he views them. 


With respect to both the first and second issues I have 
taken into account the following as factors in reaching my decision. The 
plaintiffs have ceased to be shareholders and the misconduct of 
defendants alleged in the statement of claim occurred before that. They 
are entitled to invoke sec.247 even though they are no_ longer 
shareholders as is expressly provided in sec.244(b); that, together with 
the reference to past conduct in sec.247(2) makes it fairly arguable 
that the oppression need not be current or continuing. The situation is 
not unlike Sparling v. Royal Trustco (1984), 6 D.L.R. (4th) 682 
(Ont.C.A.) where, in respect of past wrongs the oppression remedy in the 
Canada Business Corporations Act was invoked where only compensation was 
left as a practical remedy. Also, by analogy to that decision it is in 
keeping with the objective of the legislation to view the OSC as the 
continuing protector of the public interest in the overall supervision 
of public corporations such as Mascan. The OSC is. particularly 
experienced in this field and where the wrong alleged by complaining 
Shareholders occurred while the company was an offering corporation,: it 
is appropriate that the court should regard its protective role as 
continuing for the purpose of giving effect to the relief provided by 
sec.247 where the impugned conduct of defendants crystallized while the 


corporation was an offering corporation. 


The third issue - In the OBCA 1982 the legislature repealed 
the former Act and enacted the new statute to replace it. By sec.245 it 
continued to provide for a derivative action by shareholders in a 


revised and more limited form; at the same time it provided shareholders 
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and others with the oppressive remedy in. sec.247. In all candour I 
Cannot see that these provisions are mutually exclusive; they appear to 
me to be complementary, giving the applicants a choice of remedy. That 


is sufficient to preclude striking out the statement of claim. 


There is, however, nothing in the scheme of Part XVII of the 
new Act that in my opinion makes sec.245 an exclusive remedy merely 
because the plaintiffs as minority shareholders rely on conduct of the 
defendants that in the first instance caused harm to the company. I have 
no doubt that they could have invoked sec.245 and could have applied for 
leave to do so. But plaintiffs have not chosen that course. Instead they 
rely on sec.247(2) which embraces conduct of the corporation, its 
controlling mind or its directors, that is oppressive or unfairly 
prejudicial to them as minority shareholders. The language of sec.247(2) 
is quite capable of embracing conduct that is also prejudicial to the 
corporation and so may overlap sec.245. In the case at bar, the 
plaintiffs could, with leave, proceed on behalf of and in the name of 
the corporation to enforce its rights in respect of the alleged 
misfeasance of defendants. They choose however to take advantage of 
sec.247 in respect of the defendants’ alleged misfeasance within the 
ambit of sec.247(2) which itself, on a liberal and common sense 
interpretation can also embrace derivative claims. In this respect, Part 
XVII being a new scheme of protection for claimants, I do not consider 
Farnham v. Fingold binding because that decision was delivered: under the 
former Act which did not have the full scheme now found in Part XVII; 
for the same reason I do not consider the reasoning of the Divisional 
Court in Goldhar applicable. Under the new Part XVII there is no 
inconsistency in a derivative action under sec.245 requiring leave and 
sec.247 not being so limited; leave is required under sec.245 to protect 
the corporation from frivolous and unwarranted interference’ by 
disaffected claimants who seek to inject the corporation into litigation 
as a party plaintiff for which the corporation may initially have to 


provide the financing. The proceeding now created by sec.247 on the 
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other hand is quite different; it creates a new personal cause of action 
to which the corporation need not be a party. A careful reading of the 
Statement of claim reflects a claim for payment direct to plaintiffs and 


not to Mascan. 


The fourth issue - If the trial judge accepts’ the 
plaintiffs’ claim under sec.247, this issue may be academic. I am not 
however prepared to strike it out. If necessary it ought to go to the 
trial judge and be disposed of by him. Read as a whole the statement of 
Claim is, in this alternative, a claim for los$ and injury suffered by 
plaintiffs directly through diminution of the value of their shares. by 
reason of the alleged misfeasance of the defendants - particularly 
breach of fiduciary duties owed to plaintiffs as minority shareholders; 
this is pleaded in para.7 of the statement of claim. Mr. Moore submits 
that the conduct alleged supports a right of action in common law or 
equity. Defendants’ counsel say no such action lies. In my Opinion, 
however, that course has not been foreclosed to plaintiffs. In Goldex 
Mines (ttd. V. Revill (1975); 7 O-Re (2d)M216rat pi224e(CsAl)icthevcourt 
of Appeal acknowledged a duty upon majority shareholders to act fairly 
and honestly in relation to the minority, and that the category of 
fiduciary duties is not closed. If that principle is right, as I believe 
it to be, the plaintiffs ought to be permitted to assert it at trial and 
their pleading ought not to be struck out. I am aware that in the 
Keeprite case Anderson J. rejected the existence of a fiduciary duty 
Owing by majority shareholders to the minority. I assume he was not 
referred to the principle expressed by the Court of Appeal in Goldex, 
otherwise Anderson J. characteristically would have mentioned it. At 
worst there is a difference of view that requires clarification, and I 


would leave that to the trial judge in first instance. 
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In the result, therefore, the defendants, whose counsel ably 
gave me all the assistance I required, have not satisfied me that 
plaintiffs have no hope of success. The motions to strike out the 


statement of claim will therefore be dismissed. 


Mr. Chapman's motion on behalf of Stuart B. McLaughlin to 
stay proceedings until Mascan is added as a necessary party is also 
dismissed. He does not satisfy me that Mascan is a necessary party. No 
relief is sought as against Mascan and there is no need for it to be 
bound by the judgment at trial; in the takeover approved by the court, 
Mascan has given a full release to Mr. McLaughlin and other parties 
related to him (which I find include all the defendants); this release 
is incorporated in the approval of the takeover given by this Court in 
the order of the Chief Justice of the High Court on January 30, 1984. 


The motion by Mr. Chapman in which a Charter issue is raised 


against the OSC was not supported; it also is dismissed. 


All three motions are therefore dismissed. Costs may now be 
spoken to having regard to Rule 20.06; counsel may do so in writing if 


preferred.
